THE INSIDE STORY OF THE “REAL ANASTASIA” 


Is Anastasia still alive? There was or is such a person, you know. Anastasia was 
the youngest daughter of Nicholas II, the last czar of Russia. As recorded history has it, 
she presumably was killed with the rest of her family by the Communists in 1918. 


The play that you are about to see, adapted for the American stage by Guy Bolton, 
presupposes that she is still alive. But what is the real story behind the play? Perhaps it 
might be interesting to know, prior to the rising of the curtain, the very fascinating and 
exciting tale of the Grand Duchess Anastasia. 


In August of 1917 the revolutionary Kerensky government sent the royal family, 
including Anastasia to Siberia. Almost one year later, as dawn came up on July 17, 
1918, the entire family was ordered to line up in the cellar of their shabby dwelling. 
There they stood for one hour, until a small group of soldiers entered the cellar’ and 
proceeded to mow them down with gunfire. 


Stories have persisted, however, that Anastasia survived—thanks to a Polish guard 
who carried her off and married her. Reports also have it that he took the girl to 
Bucharest. There she had a child. After her husband was assassinated by the Bol- 
sheviks, who had learned of his rescuing the czar’s daughter, Anastasia is supposed 
to have escaped to Berlin. She put her baby in a foundling home prior to her departure, 
but never heard of the infant’s whereabouts again. 


Once in Berlin, Anastasia, dejected and confused, attempted suicide, the story goes. 
She was stopped by the police and placed in an insane asylum. After spending two 
years in the institution, she finally made herself known, through a nun, to Berlin officials. 


In 1928 a young woman, who had recently arrived in the United States, claimed 
that she was Anastasia. A short while later she vanished from sight, but later turned 
up in Europe, ill and impoverished. Some people have supported this woman’s claim 
to royalty. Others have identified her and still others have presented evidence on her 
behalf. At present, most authorities are firmly convinced that she, still alive in Europe, is 
the real Anastasia, 


It is interesting to note that the Broadway play was sold to the movies for $400,000. 
It appears that Hollywood places some credence in her story as she has been guaranteed 
at least $12,000 in royalties. Thus a woman who claims a royal fortune, but lives in a 
shabby shack, will be relieved at last of poverty. 


/ But now, let’s return to that day in Berlin when, after making herself known; she 
‘was released from the insane asylum. The gate opens and Anastasia walks out. She is 
now at the mercy of the world. It is at this point that our play takes up its ficticious. 
account of her future. Let the curtain rise and we shall see what happens to our little 
Grand Duchess Anastasia.
